Termination of the control of 
meat packing plants across Cana- 
da through special controllers 
appointed by the Dominion some 
time ago, is now announced by 
Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, Min. of 
Labour. Removal. of the control 
is efféctive March 17. 


Controllers and deputy Control- 
lers hag been named by the Do- 
minion Government when a work 
stoppage threatened to halt pro- 
duction in meat processing plants 
last Fall. Plants affected are lo- 
cated at Vancouver, New West- 
minster, Edmonton, Moose Jaw. 
Regina, Prinee Albert, Winnipeg, 
St. Boniface, Toronto, Peterbor- 
ough, Hull and Moncton. : 

Three different firms were in- 
volved, Canada Packers Ltd., 
Burns and Co. Ltd., and Swift 
Canadian Co. Ltd. 

The original dispute between 
the managements and the employ- 
ees was referred to Mr. Justice 
S. E. Richards, of Winnipeg, for 
investigation and report. The re- 
port of Mr. Richards has been sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Labour 
and provides the basis for settle- 
ment of the dispute. :

seed, Canada was assured of ade- 
quate seed supplies to provide for the 
1946 seeding requirements, said How- 
ard Gorsline, Senior Marketing As- 
sistant of the Plant Products Divi- 
sion, Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, in a recent address at To- 
ronto on ‘‘Requirements and Supplies 
of: Seed in Canada.” As in other 
years, Mr. Gorsline pointed out, there 
would be certain varietal shortages 
but the over-all supply of good qual- 
ity seed oats, barley, wheat, corn, 
peas, beans and oil-bearing crops was 
satisfactory. At the same time, the 
supply of field root and garden vege- 
table seeds was more than adequate 
to fill the. demand. 

With regard to red clover seed, 
the ‘Ontario and Quebec crops en- 
countered unfavourable harvesting 


conditions in the fall of 1945, with |* 


the result that the total crop 
amounted to about 3,000,000 pounds, 
or 40 per cent. less than the 1944 
harvest. However, a carryover of 
more than one million pounds held by 
Canadian seed firms, and the move- 
ment eastward of a large proportion 
of the 1,200,000 pound crop of single 
!cut red clover in Alberta would bring 
'the total supply relatively close to 
| providing normal Canadian require- 
iments estimated at 6% _ million

jas the medium cut clover, the single

Co-operation In Education 


THERE WERE FEW ASPECTS OF LIFE which were not affected by | 
the German conquest of Europe, and the task of restoring the occupied 
countries is ah enormous one. One of the many urgent needs is for the | 
re-building af educational institutions, which were often wilfully destroyed | 
by the Nazi invaders. In 1942 a conferen€e of Allied Ministers of Educéa- | 
ton was called in London, when plans were discussed for providing assist- 
ance in restoring the schoolw and colleges of Hurope after the war. Later, | 
representatives from She Dominions of the British Commonwealth, - India, 
the United States, Russia: and China were invited to join the original | 
organjzation, which had consisted only of members from Britain and nine 
enemy-occupied countries of Europe. 

* * * * . 

Early in the present year this work was formally | 
Book Centre taken over by the Preparatory Commissicn of the 
Was Set Up United Nations’ Educational, Scientific and Cultural | 

Organization. One important project of this body | 
is to ptovide books and pericdicals for Allied national and university lib- | 
raries. This work was commenced several years ago, funds being provided | 
by Britain and the Allied governments. An inter-allied Book Centre was 
opened in London and already nearly half a million books have been collected, 
through book salvage drives, and as gifts from universities, cultural | 
societies and interested individuals. At present two hundred thousand books | 
come into the Centre each week, and the objective is to have two million | 
books available for distribution at the end of this year. In addition, the | 
problem of, providing school equipment and scientific apparatus has been | 
studied, as well as plans for the international exchange of ‘teachers and | 


students. ; |

One reason being to protect their 
rationing system, also it is claimed 
that morale would be adversely 
affected if there were no restric- 
tions on foodstuffs from overseas 
and the privileged few with friengs 
in Canada were able to receive un- 
limitd quantities while their-neigh- 
bors were strictly rationed.
